The weekend also offers the 
organ transplant community a 
chance to change the subject 
from its divisive fight ovo’ how 
to allocate donated organs to 
something cvepyone agrees on:

DENVER (AP) - The NFL 
fined the Denver Broncos 
$15,000 Friday for not disclosing 
a rib injury that litniicd quarter- 
back John Elway to just five 
plays last week against the San ' 
Diego Chargers. 

Elway, listed as “out" for 
Monday night’s game against 
Kansas Gty. practiced all week . 
leading up to the San Diego 
gome but did not come out of the 
locker ^m for kickoff. 

“In my mind, there was a 99.5 
percent chance thar John Elway 
tvas going to play,” Broncos coach 
Mike Shanahan said. “I’m surely 
not going to tell somebody the 
day before the game that John 
has some sore ribs and make Itim 
cannon fire for die opposition. 

“If John had started the game, 
there wouldn’t have been any 
(fine). John didn’t start the game 
and therefore we’ve got to pay 
the punishment. That was my 
decision, my fault, so rU play the 
-$15,000.^’ 

Each week, the NFL asks 
teams to list their injured play- 
ers in four categories: “out,” 
meaning there is no chance of 
playing; “doubtful,” if he has a 
7S percent chance of playing: 
“questionable," if he has a 50 
percent chance of playing; and 
“probable," meaning he is likely

BOISE (AP) — Attorney 
Genera! A1 Lance said 23 Idaho 
families will get back all the 
money they invested in a foreign 
currency "investment scam 
allegedly run by nine men indict- 
ed for racketeering and money 
laundering. 

Lance said on Friday that his 
office had obtained an agree- 
ment from the defendants in the 
Options Trading Group case that 
calls for them to repay more 
than $810,000 to the alleged vic- 


Ail nine also arc barred from 
ever doing business in Idaho. In 
exchange, Lance said state offi- 
cials would drop the indictment 
handed down by a Madison 
County grand jury in July. 

• “This fraud harmed people in 
every corner of our state," he 
said. “There wero victims as far 
north as Bonner County, as far, 
west as Canyon County and as 
far cast as Teton County.” 

The, attorney general said an . 
investigation found that 
Options Trading Group Inc., a 


telemarketing company pur- 
porting to sell options in foreign 
currency, “cold called" Idaho 
residents and used high-pres- 
surc sales techniques and 
deceptive tactics in convincing 
them to send money to Ronald 
Allan Ltd. 

The investors were unaware 
chat Options Trade Group ana- 
lysts had been disciplined for 
fraudulent conduct' by the 
National Association ' of 
Securities Dealers, or that a 
number of latvsuits were pend- 


ing against the company.

But now, with born-again Christians 
divorcing at about the same rate as 
everyone else (SO percent according 
to the California-based Barna 
Research Group religion polling/mar- 
kecing organization), a growing num- 
ber of church leaders arc deciding 
that divorce no longer needs to be a 
shameful secret. Hence the large 
number of churches that reach out to 
the divorced, offering them counsel- 
ing, support and programs for their 
children.

Croatian descendants figh for church

STEELTON, Pa. — For three 
years, parisJiioncrs of a churih in 
this gritty steel iowti have b^n 
fighting with their bishop, con- 
tending their Croatian heritage 
is being undermined by the 
Catholic diocese’s decision to 
consolidate parishes. 

They have picketed the home 
of Bishop Nicholas Dattilo of 
Harrisburg, carrying signs that 
read, “Save Our Parish, Save 
Your SquI." They have arranged 
for a Croatian bishop from 
Bosnia to celebrate Moss without 

Dattiio’s permission. They ha ve 

celebrated a parish chat no 
longer exists in diocesan eyes. 

Tensions escalated in ^ptem* 
ber when the bishop warned in 
an open letter in the diocese’s 
newspaper, "The Catholic 
Witness,’’ that the parishioners 
in the St. Mary's Presen-ation 
^ety risk "separation" if they 
do not end their dissent. 

"Tlicy will no longer be mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic 
. Church." explained the Rev. T. 
Ronald Haney, spokesman for 
the diocese. "They have been 
absolutely disrespectful,. disobe- 
dient and they owe the bishop a 
public act of apology.” 

But Chuck Wilson, a legal 
expen who helps Catholics who 
challenge chur^ dedsions, con- 
siders the tlircat extreme. 

“We’ve handled a lot of parish- 
dosing cases, but Fve never seen 
anything like this, with people 
being threatened with penal- 
ties," said Wilson, director of the 
Sl Joseph’s Foundation in San 
Antonio. “The law of the church 
says penalties should be used as 
a^Iost rcson, and this certainly 
isn’t a last resort.”

Retiring Baptist journalist; ‘There’s no place for a milquetoast editor’

RALEIGH, N.C. — Few Southern 
Baptists feel lukewarm about Gene 
Pawn's deparmre from the pages of the 
Biblical Recorder.

Author offers fresh look at Moses

For millennia, Moses has been 
"hailed as Law^ver, Liberator 
and Leader," author Jonathan 
Kitsch tells us. "the prophet who 
bestowed upon Western dvilua- 
tion the Ten Commandments ... 
the hero who led the Israelites out 
of slavery in Egypt and deli'i'cred 
them to the portals of the 
Promised Land” 

But then Kirsch says, "Wait!” 
The "emancipator” was also an 
"exterminator ... arrogant, blood- 
thirsty and cruel.” The evidence, 
exdscd from sermons and Sunday 
school lessons by ovcrprotcciive 
preachers and teachers, is right 
there in the Bible. 

There's Moses ordering the 
execution of innocent Midiamte 
— men ^ womerr-end-childr en. - a nd— 
thousands of Israelites who were 
not suffidcmly pious. Open the 
Book of Exodus: Moses comes 
dovm off Mount Sinai with the 
tablets and fihds his tribe wor- 
— slIiping-lhc.goldon-caif.'The— 
rcbcllion so outrages Moshe 
Rabbenu -{“Moses, Our Master," 
as he is known) that he grinds the 
idol into a powder and mixes it 
with water, a Biblical Kool-Aid 
that was then forced down the 
throats of the Israelites. 

“It’s a little like Jonestown,” 
says Kitsch, a literary critic for the 
Los Angeles Times, who writes 
about the real Moses in "Moses: A 
life" (Balkintlne. S27). 

So that’s the news Moses was a 
bad guy. 

Well a bad guy and a good guy. 


For Kirsch writes about the 
lessons to be learned by con- 
fronting the idea that Moses was 
an intensely flawed, human being 
(if he es-cn existed). Veiled in the 
mists of pre-history, Moses has 
been interpreted through the 
ages, from the work of Talmudic 
scholars (who say he became long 
of Ethiopia durmg a AO-j-eor gap 
in the biblical narrative) to 
Chariton Heston's heroic depic- 
tion in the movie "The Ten 
Commandments.” 

Kirsdi enters the ring by saying 
there arc, in effect, two Moseses 
in the Bible — Tormentor and 
Liberator, Warrior and Shepherd 
— because it was written by 
authors with differing political 
agendas One sctgf auth^ want- 
ed to fan tribal Wdonalism, so 
they cast Mos4pas warrior. 


Another set wanted to highlight a 
messige of compassioR. which is 
why Moses was alternatively 
described as shepherd, teacher 
and conveyor of the Word 
The *90s are a time for decon- 
structing heroes Columbus was a 
rada plantation owner as wcD as 
an explorer.
